Applicants first thank the Examiner for taking the time to engage in an Interview in an 
effort to move the instant application forward. 

Applicant's representative participated in a telephonic Interview with the Examiner on 
May 20, 2009. The Interview focused on the combination of Klumpp, Carroll and US 7,456,155 
and the fact that the compounds cited in the art were all ribose compounds which had the 2'- 
hydroxy group present, unlike the instantly claimed compounds which are 2'-deoxy. The 
disclosure of paragraphs [0160] and [0162] which show that the claimed compounds have a 
greater half-life compared to analogous 2' -methyl compounds was also discussed. While the 
Examiner stated that a further search would need to be conducted, he agreed that there would be 
not be any motivation for the skilled artisan to modify the compounds 2 '-hydroxy compounds to 
the claimed 2'-deoxy compounds.
